0^7"The Louisville Courier, in his attempt 
to identify the position of the Yeoman with 
that of Hon. Humphrey Marshall on the in- 
tervention question, we fear, is actuated by a , 
desire to honor us overmuch. We fear there 
are no sutlieient grounds upon which the hope 
can be entertained that the gentleman alluded 
to is right on this question : and as he Is most 
certainly wrong on every other political issue, ' 
we think the fair inference is that he will not j 
heparate from his party friends and the Courier 
upon it. The only ground for the Courier's 
conclusion is, that Mr. Marshall expro.wd 
himself in a speech during the last Congress in 
favor of adhering in good faith to the existing 
laws upon the subject. Hut it must be fresh 
in the recollection of the Courier, as one of its 
editors was present, that no longer ago than 
about two years, Joshua F. Bell made a simi- 
lar declaration, couched in the strongest terms, 
by a resolution at the Whig meeting at Lex- 
ington ; and the Courier, in view of that fac!> 
might wi.h quite as much propriety rank Mr. 
llell with us as he docs Mr. Marshall. Dm 
the Courier has seen the sudden somerset 
which Mr. Bell has turned, and as Mr. Mar- 
shall has as yet taken no public position in 
this canvass relative to the question, we re- 
spectfully suggest to our friends that they may 
be doing both Mr. Marshall and ourselves in- 
justice by ranking us together upon it. 

The Courier cannot escape the odium which 
it feels attachjs to it by its alliance with Bell, 
Prentice, and Know-Xolhingism generally, by 
so artful a dodge as an association of the posi- 
ticn o" Marshall with that taken by the Yeo- 
man, in common with the Democratic State 
Convention and its nominees and the Demo- 
crats of the State generally. 

Can't the Courier do better in making out 
its case ? It had better try its hand again. 
We wish it understood, however, that we 
won't take either Prentice or Bel! — we should 
dislike exceedingly to be in their politicial 
family.

All our candidates upon the State ticket, 
whose views arc known — Magoffin, James, 
Bates, Garrard, and Green, and our candidates 
for Congress, so far as their views arc known, 
viz: Stevenson, Simms, Peyton, Chrisman, 
Jcwett, and Burnett — arc opposed to the Cour- 
ier's test of intervention. If we go to the

I'lIK DoCTBWE Or NON IVTERVKNTIOM. THE 

Ri.o.nt Dkbats. — The doetriiM <>l ConnreSSiiHisI 
intervention in the affairs ot the Territories as 
11:111 oulieed by some or our prominent southern 
nu n, is variously commented on by the pros of 
i .<• country The argument is: Southern men 

I. ire .i right, under the coiwtltull to ro to the 

Territories with their property in rlavas; tbc; 
.> i mill, th. -rehire, he protecied while there hv 
Congress, the executor of the constitution. The 
I . . --ujilers, on the other hand, contend tint the 
T.-uitoriea bein^ the property ol the States, 
V 'iiaTSSS. as the legal representative of the 
St nes in their federal capacity, has the riuht to 
■ t. hide it. Here is a direct conflict which it 
became necessary to adjust. To do this, it was 
neeeiuaiy to due that much abused act — compro- 
mise. 

[| despotic government*, where there is conflict, 
Coercion U the remedy. In republics, as was il 

I i»tr.ited In the formation of the federal compa. t, 
:.n 1 in the construction of every State constitu- 
tion, where there is conflict, reconciliation can 
unlj be obtained by compromise. In such a 
npiiit was the doctrine of non-intervi ntiou an- 
nounced to the country; and alter being dtssnssed 
in Congress, through the press, and on the hust- 
ings, in everv State in the Union, it was accepted 
in the final adjustment. It was then particularly 
acceptable to the South. Southern men saw 
that North possessed the numerical control of 
Congress; the Wilmot proviso, proposing to ex- 
clude them entirely from the Territories, was 
betllg urged In aim ist every Northern State. It 
was plain that the South had nothing to expect 
limn Congress with this assumption prevailing to 
*uch an extent. 

The a-sumption of authority to exclude sla 
very, which had been asserted and practiced un- 
der the Missouri Compromise, was met by the 
counter doctrine of n on intervention. Hv two 
| K>wer' could her institution be legislated against— 
lie Congie-s or by the people ol the Territory. 
Congress, if the right to legislate was conceded 
to it. would, it was thought, exercise it inimical 
lv. Th a doctrine of MM interveniini, tied its 

II m l, and left the people of t e Territory still 
aide, as t* ey were before, to act in reference to 
■• avery. It conferred no more power upon the 
i e iple than th> y poMSsed r>n nous to the cotnpra 
iu v, which di-qin.ified Cong es.-ioi al action. 

i he point gained by the South was that of two 
powers; that which was regarded as the more 
dangerous was disqualified. The South accepted 
il as the ouly practical solution consistent with 
her honor end her eights. W e in i) dislike to ac- 
knowledge that the people of the Territory can 
control the question; but wherever there i9 trial 
liv jury there will be popular power, whether we 
acknowledge it or not. 

Such was the result. Now- we see ihe danser- 
ous doctrine advanced thai the Soulh requires 
special protection horn the Federal Government. 
It would be well to reflect what t'-is protection 
means, and M what extent it will involve the in- 
tervention of Government. The first step would 
be the • a-sage of a r ile ot laws. But as en 
acting W Ml thing and e dorcement another, as 
the lorn er is abso ute mock-rv without the latter, 
so tO lurnish Federal protect on to Southern 
property, there tnu-t be an exercise of force. The 
process, ihen, would be this: an action would be 
institu'e.I under this code. The Judge would ex- 
pound the oiw , as did Judge Wayne an Judge 
M igrath before the gr iikI jeirv in the Echo case. 

Il the people ol toe Territory were adverse to 
sl.iverv. they would quietly throw out the bill. 
What next? Either nothing or tyranny. Kir her 
acquiescence or subversion ol the independence 
of the jury system. Those who propose this 
overloos the fact that, when it Inter fetes With 
domestic relations, our Federal Government is 
perlecilv powerless beyond the ri^ht to enact. 
All poweiful in the m in.igement of foreign af- 
fairs, it can be and has been with peifect impunity 
defied by grand juries both North and Soulh; and 
if it attempted to establish slavery in a Territory 
where the popular sentiment was hostile to it, 
signal failure would be the result. W'iiat folly, 
then, what inconsistency in Southern men, after 
•bacilli: abused the Federal Govt riiineni and pro- 
nouncing that it was thoroughly Abohtionized, to 
turn and implore its protection. 

Again, from the nine authority: 

"The result of the Echo case, in Charleston, 
well illustrates the futility of Congressional in- 
terposition in the affairs of a Territory, either 
t't establish or exclude slavery therefrom. Wei 
hive urged the ulter iinpoteucy of Congress, or 
even the combined branches i f the Federal Gov. 
eminent, to enforce any law against which the 
local sentiment isarrayrd. » » • The 
very Territories haveopened their eyes to the po- 
tencv of public sentiment, and they, too, now 
claim to set aside, and wilt set aside, any law of 
C ontreis purporting to force upon thnn an insti- 
tution to ithich they may lie opposed. Whether 
riiiht or wrong, this they can and will do. 
Though they possess not the right to exclude it 
by legal enactment, they have found out the pow- 
or of local sentiment; and that power they will 
exercise, and no earthly power can prevent them. 
If they favor the institution, they will throw the 
weight of that sentiment in its fa cor — if they are 
opposed to il. the power will be thrown accord- 
ingly. As the Charleston Mercury sa\a ot 
the slave trade cases, so savw eofo/Z attempts 
to force any Federal measure againsi public sen- 
timent — il will be "idle, expensive, and vain." 
Whether at the Norlh or at ihe Soulh, in the 
East or West, show us anywhere an Amcican 
community, and we will show a community which 
may be so influenced that it will cleave to senti- 
ment an 1 sacr.fice law. Whe her it be a tin i .ity 
ot thai clamor which American sentiment creates 
wben opposed, or whether it be the adhesion to 
individual convictions rising a'>ove law, we 
know not In either we recognize practical higlt- 
< r-l »w's - — that rule of action which makes pub- 
ic sentemeut's law unto itself.' 

"Conjress mav pass fugitive slave laws, ami* 
slave ir.ule laws, tcrrito ial slave laws— but they 
are worth nothing againsi public sentiment. 
Perhaps some may say ttiat this is a tendency to 
anarchy, and sli iuld be remedied — that those 
laws should be etilorced. It can only be done by 
changing our Federal Government, and remodel- 
ing upon a more centralized plan. That is the 
only remedy Let those who oppose us a--ume 
it, and we shall meet them on it. We shall Ml 
be lotigiu demonstrating that ihe evils which tins 
would generate would be immeasuiably greater 
than those now complained of. Il, then, the 
laws of toe Fedeal Govern mailt can be so easily 
set aside w hen tin y eouriicl » ilh public sentiment, 
which section w ill move for disunion? The slave- 
trade men of the Sou h have achieved their object; 
what can iheyeomplain oil The ami fugitive 
slave-law men of the .North have achieved their-; 
should they not be satisfied? Neither will care 
strengthen the Government to attack the other. 
Thill the two extremes hive been tunneling from 
opposite sides, and have met on a Common plat- 
form, and, hiving each accomplished their ends, 
are deprived of cause for agitation." 

The New Orleans Courier, the old and in- 
fluential organ of the Louisiana Democracy, 
presents the point of the case with irresistible 
power : 

Shall w e of the South, then, in behalf of those 
who emigre hence to the Territorii s with their 
slaves, appeal to Congress for a slave code- 
Congress which conti in- now a large rroSorttoi , 
an I which is likely soon to contain a majority of 
members hostile to us and to our Institutions? 
Are we o suffer ihe Si-wards, Wilsons, Hale-, 
I) inliltles. Puttings MSS. Grows, Giddiugses, ano 
Matte-ohs, of Congress, to poke their bolition 
no-es info the private dume-tic relations, between 
misters and iher slaves in the Tcrti'ories? Are 
they to become practically the overseers o p plan- 
tations iu Kansas, Ni w Mexico, Arizona, Sonora, 
Lower California, or whatever Southern Terri- 
tories we may acquire? What can we in reason 
expect from any legislation iu which such men 
must needs have a voice, that will place the own 
ers of slaves in the Territories iu a better |iosi 
tion than they now occupy? Is there not reason 
to apprehend that by soliciting Congressional ac 
tion a precedent may be established which a sec 
liana] majority will pervert to our positive d.un- 

c at some luture time? Is the uowlui£ of Uc- 



t ons demagogues in Congress on slavery so grate- 
ful to our ears that we must re open its hideous 
clamor? In our opiuinujt is belter to let the j 
perturbed spirit of fanaticism look to its own fer- ] 
tile invention for nourishment— better to convince 
Abolitionists that all we require of Congrcs- is 
that they shall let slavery alone— that we trust 
to ihe constitution and the common law for its 
protection outside "I organized Stales — that we 
deny their power to interfere between the slave 
and his owner anywhere— that we will i ppeal 
from the fanatical prejudices of Northern mem- 
bers to the enduring charter of federal rights 1 
made by their honest grandfathers belorc Aboli- 
tion was dreamed of. It seems better to trust to 
theperpetuil •gurranties of the ri.hts of slave- 
holders with becoming pride, thnn to ask for leg- 
islative favors from the hands of a body consist 
ing in part of our enemies. Southern emigrants 
to Territories peopled by a Northern majority 
mav suffer incon-eiiience for a time, but it is not 
ni cessarv to add to other annoyances the humilia- 
tion of begging protection Irom an Abolition 
Congress.

The Alleged Extravagance of the Ad 
ministration. 

The Opposition having been repelled at every 
ether pout ol attack, have co icentn.ted all 
their powers to prove that the Administration has 
been extravagant; and in seeking to do this they 
effect virtue that is most refreshing. From ihe 
tone of their journals, we could not no sibly sup- 
pose that they aie aw are that it is only a little 
while ago that four or five of their members of 
Congress were expelled for corrupt practices, anj 
that never, since the organization of the govern- , 
ir.ent, has a House of Representatives been guilty 
of profligacy so open and shameless as that ol the | 
Congress which closed on lhe4ihof .March, IWi", \ 
in which the Black Republicans co trolled tl e | 
organisation. We could not possibly suppose 
tint they have the slightest recollection of Mat- 
te-on and his associates, notwithstanding that 
Maiteson is .still a bright and shining light iu the 
Black Republican party, a right-bower of Mr 
Seward, and likely, if Mr. Seward should be 
President, to occupy a high place in the govern- 
ment. We SknilOt possibly suppose that thev 
have the least consciousness of Black Republican 
profligacy, since the smallest apprehension of prof- 
ligacy in the Democratic Administration throws 
them into a state of scri us consten atinn 

Nor can we suppose them to fie aware ot the ac- 
tion ot their Sen itors and Representatives during 
the late session of Congress. It was the policy 
of the Adiniuistrati >n to limit the appropriations 
to ab o utelv necessary ol jests, and to cut down 

the expenditures to the lowest point consistent j 

with efficiency in the public service. The Admin- 
istration succeeded ill do ng this. The appro) na- 
tions only reached forty two millions, and the 
whole expenditures, including those on behalf of 
the postal service, will not exceed fifty-two mil* 
linns. But what would they ha\e beeu if the 
Opposition could have had their way? They j 
would have been one hundred millions at the 
least By the Homestead bill they would have 
deprived the Treasury ol ten millions of revenue, 
and by the old soldiers' bill they would haveap 
printed eight millions eight bun Ted thousand dol- 
lars the present year, and have created an ex- 
penditure, in fulfillment of ihe provisions of the 
bill, of one hundred and three millions during the 
ens. ling ten \e ir-. Wesav they would havedone 
this, because the.-e measures nbt dned nearly the 
entire Opposition support. The President vetoed 
the Homestead bill, and the old soldiers' bill failed 
to leach him. Had it reached him, we have no 
doubt he would have vetoed thai al.-o, for it was 
a monstrous assault upon the Treasury. These 
two measures, had they become laws, would have 
increased ihe taxes ut least twenty millions an 
nuallv. The taxes are paid by the people. They I 
are p lid by the way of tariffs upon i ports. They 
are paid upon tea, and sugar, and coffee, and 
spices, ai d a ureal many other necessaries of life 
to even family in the laud. They are paid by 
every citizen. No man escapes them. 

It is in w seen what there is of this cry against 
the Adm nistratioa of extravagance. The gov- 
ernment las never been more economically ad- 
ministered than it will have been during this 
veal — thmi il has been, in fact, so far as the Ad- 
ministration could control the expenditures, 
since Mr. Buchanan became President. It is 
true the expenditures wire larger last year, but 
the needless of them were directed by the Con- 
gress which immediately preceded Mr. Buchanan, 
of which the House of Representatives was 
Black Republican. The expedition to Utah was 
necessarily expensive, but this could not be avoid- 
ed. The Administration is entitled to spplanse 
for fitting it out, rather than deserving of cen- 
sure lor the cost of it. 

If the Opposition hope to excite popular dis- 
satisfaction, towaid the Administration, they 
must play upon some other string of their harp 
than that of extravag mce. Ttiev must charge 
tome sin upon the Administration, ol which they , 
themselves, when thev have been iu power, hive 
not always been notoriously guilty. They must 
set up some pretence which cannot be demolished 
at a blow. What sin they can allege — what pre- 
tence they can set up— in that behalf, we cannot, 
for our lives, conceive. Kansas has been pacified; 
Utah has been brought under law and order; the 
right of seaich question has been settled upon the 
bisisof the American doctrine; nur foreign rela- 
tions have been conducted wiih distinguished 
ability and success; we have domestic peace and 
prosperity; what more is wanted under any Ad- 
ministration?

A Successful Administration. 

We direct the especial attention of our read- 
ers to the excellent article lielow, which we 
copy from the Washington Constitution. It 
will well repay perusal : 

In the midst of all the difficulties which have 
surrounded the Administration of Mr. Buchanan, 
it is m ist grat lying to observe the entire suc- 
cess w hich has attended his measures. No one 
subject had engrossed a larger shaie of the public 
attention, excited deeper feeling, created greater 
alarm, or more fully convulsed the whole country 
— threat Clung its peace, if not the stability of the 
government — than the dlfficnlties in Kansas. 
But the firm course of the Pi esidi nt in vindicating 
the supremacy of the laws — exerting to that end 
all the jKiwers ol I is great office, heedless of par- 
tisan ciamor, and intent only on the performance 
of his constitutional duly, in lull view of the most 
appaliing consequences — brought order oul of con- 
tusion, and gave peace and repose to that dis- 
tracted Teriitory. He appealed to reason, sus- 
taining his appeal by ade*quate military fe>ice, to 
m lintain the dominion of law for the public good, 
and Ins policy was successful. 

When the President came into office, he found 
the people of Ulah in open rebellion. They had 
resorleu to acts of resistance, of violence, and 
usurpation, until there was left in the Territory 
8,-arce a vestige of legal authority. The Presi- 
dent again, w ith inflexible purpose, determined at 
all hazards to restore the supremacy of the laws. 
Promptly, at an immense distance, in spite of in- 
finit e difficulty and i mharras-ment, he precipitated 
a Strong military force into the snows of that in 
hospitable region, and at the same time extended 
to the deluded ami exasperated people Ihe olive 
branch ot peace- The reign of law and order was 
immediately restorer] in this case, as in that ot 
Kansas, without spilling a drop ol human blood 
The firm and cecisive, bul jusl and conciliatory, 
measures ol the President, in both cases, signally 
prevailed. 

The President, at the commencement of his 
Administration, found the old icxed question of 
the nght of search, w hich had been persistently 
maintained bv Great Britain, disturbing, or threat- 
ening to distuib, the relations between the two 
Go* ernnietits. Invoking to his aid a principle oi 
t'-e law ol nations that ought never to have been 
questiouial, which extends the absolute sovereignty 
of a nation over the decks of its own vessels tra- 
versing the high seas under its own flag, accom- 
panies! by the proper muniments of title, and gives 
to tin- m the same protection which is given to ihe 
soil, he presented the American claim to the 
British Gove iimenl with aprwerof reason and 
argument whielrit seemed dtltictilt to resist ; an 1 
when the practice of the assumed right began to 
be openly revived ill the neighborhood of Cuba, 
he p omplly dispatched into those WMetl a strong 
naval force of twelve armed vessels, with per- 
emptory ordt rs to prevent its e-xerci.-e — thus 
leading to inevitable collision un e s the difficulty 
should fie adjusted. The law of nations, as main- 
tained by oi r Government, was nd mi lied by Great 
Britain, the pretended right of search was relin- 
quished, the navy ol the United States was put 
in the position ol defending Ai erican ships as it 
defends American soil; and thus has been ac- 
Corded to us peaceably what the war of 1S12 had 
not been able to extort. 

Another case of difficulty with a foreign pow er 
existed, invomngSJI insult to our Hag, contumely 
to our government, and injury to our citizens. The 
properly of American citizens h id been eniifisc.v 
ed. TbS United States ship Water Witch h d 
been fired into Irom the fortress of Itanern, the 
lite of an American citizen Intel been sacrificed, a 
treaty aire idy agreed tolled been abruptly re- 
jected, and a mission of peace rudely rerielled. 
The President appealed to Congress, and blamed 
authority to use force to secure an adjustment ol 
difficulties with the Government of Paraguay. 
He immediately di-patched a Commissioner, sup 
ported by a powerful Meet, com rising nineteen 
vessels ol every description, (which nothing in 
Paraguay could re-i.-t, to demand just and hon- 
orable terms The expedition is now on its re- 
turn home, alter the mo-t sitisfactory accmpli-h* 
ment ol its object — all difficulties settled, redress 
obtained, a treaty negotiated, and the great in- 
tenor ol Soulh Am erics opened to our commerce. 

On the ith of Much, 1S"i7, China was in the 
midst of her troubles. Intelligence had just been 
received that the Barrier forts, four iu number, 
mounting one hundred and si-rentv*six guns, 
commanding the approach to Canton, and among 
the strongest defences of the empire, had fire d iu 
to one ol the boats attached to our squadron, piss 
ing up the river under the flag of the United 
States, and had been lor that offense, by a por 
lion ot the squadron, captured and destroyed, and 
their walls razed to the ground This act of sum 
mary retribution, although it had the usual effect 
of bold ami s ccesslul measures, was well calcu- 
lated to prejudice our relations with China, a> d 
involve us in the consequences, at least, of the 
hostilities in which England was then engaged 
against that empire. The President immediately 
took measures to increase our naval lorce on that 
station by the addition of the Minnesota, the 
Mississippi, and the Oermantown, and to send a 
Commissioner to China, with instructions to keep 
clear of those hostilities, and to make a treaty 
The mission was entirely successful. Our p i itic 
relations with that people were more than preset v- 
e I — they were improved; a treaty was made upon 
the footing of the most lavored na ions; and the 
rich treasures of the Eust have been thrown open 
us under the most favorable aus| ices. 

These are some of the results of Mr. Buchanan's 
Administration. Should the same brilliant suc- 
cess follow him to the period which he has fixed 
for his retirement, It will be sufficient to gratify 
the highest aspirations of an American President.

The flames 
spread with le.nli I rapidity Tee heat was great, 
and fears were mtertttueu for the safety of w. re- 
homes on water siieet, the exertions of the fire 
mill being principally devoted to lliem. The 
amount ot freight on the boats was set large. 
Some litt e on the whirl wis destroyed The 
Petuisy'vania Railroad, wilh t< usual good luck, 
escaped almost scot h-ce. Her shipments of 
merchandise for the West wee on boar I the 
Ec uomy mid South America, which escaped en- 
tirely. The latter fortnn vtely h ivtngs earn up, was 
the- means of sieving all the other boats, some 
ih rty, now here, from lota! destruction She 
took a fleel of four boats near to those on fire and 
towing them away, left a gap which made it pos- 
sible to save the rest. 

It is yet unknown how the fire originated. Loss 
estimated at (136,000, of which, $l't,0J0 worth of 
freight was luiuied, mostly iu Pittsburg oUiccs.

1 he correspondent of the Louisville Courier, 
writing from Le'-aoon after the discus-ion, said : 

On the question of protec ion to slavery iu the 
Territories, Mr. Bell assumed a bold and decided 
position He was in tavor of the protection of 
siave property by Congressional legislation, in t ic . 
evrnt of the Territorial Le jisluture failtny to ' 
pass protective laws. He then demanded of Mr 
M igoffin to define his views on the same issue, 
and without hesitating, Mr. Magoffin replied lb .t 
he belt* veil thai the right to hold slaves in the 
Territories was a Constitutional right, and that 
Congress possessed the power to protect it; bul 
that he con-idered the exercise of thai power im- 
politic. He was lor non-intervention. 

The correspondent of the Louisville Journal, 
writing also from Lebanon, says : 

Mr. Magoffin took the ground that Congress 
has the poever to pass laws lo protect slavery in 
the Territories, but if the Territorial Legisliturc 
refuse to pass protictive laws or legislate un- 
friendly to slave-ry, he was on the ground, bn ati 
and Kipiare, ol Congressional non-intervenlion. 
We bad the Supreme C urt ot the United Stales 
to appeal to, and that was the last resort. 

The Louisville Journal, in thus giving the no- ' 
sition of Mr. Magoffin, denounces it as "Squat- 
ter Sovereignty." and calls upon the Paducah 
Herald, and Olbei Stales Rights papers in Kentucky 
to repudiate Magotlin 

The Journal is an interested party against Mr. 
Magojfin, mid therefore we cannot listen to its i 
extravagant banter Nor does il do him justice, j 
His position is very far from that of Squatter 
Sovereignty. So far is he Irom recognising: the ' 
right or pow er ol the "squatters" in a Territory 
to "sovereignty," that, on the Contrary, he an- 
uounces the full right and power of Congress to ; 
control these sovereigns, and to protect slave 
| ropertv. The manner of protection is ihe 
only poult i f doubt about his position .and on this 
there is not the least necessity to quarrel wilh 
him. He thinks t lie Cuurls possess lull power 
lo proletfl slave property. So do we, and there : 
we wish to leaxelhe matter imiil il is demon. I 
it rated that thev cannot protect it; and then it 
will be time enough to call upon Cong MS to vin- 
dicate those rights. 

It we understand Mr. Magoffin, this is his po 
sition. Il is ihat of a statesman, and of a mm 
conscious of the correctness of his opinions, and 
of the truthlulness ot their foundation.

About the tallest specimen of ly ing- that 

h is lately come under our observatkire, we 
copy from an exehange. It is as follows : 

Young gentlemen •afflicted with Pike's Peak: 
fever, will be interrested in the following state- 
ment from a reliable gentleman in the new El 
Dorado, of the manner of gathering gold in tho 
diggings. A man takes a frame wot k of heavy 
timber, built like a stone boat, the bottom of 
which is composed of heavy iron rasps. This 
frame work is hoisted up to ihe top of the Fe.ik. 
and the man gets on and slides down the side of 
Ihe mountain. As he goes swiftly down, the 
rasps on the bottom of the frame wo,k scrape off 
the gold in immense shavings, which curl up on 
t' e maehi- e, and by the time the man gels to the 
b >ttom nearly a ton of gold is following him. This 
is the common manner of gathering it. 

Another plan is to laire a hole iu the side of the 
mountain, end fill it with coal and bitumen. A 
rousing fire is then built and the proprietors sit 
armuid and "blow it." Shortly the gold begins to 
solten and melt, when quickly astream of molten 
gold, as thick as your leg. runs out through ihe 
fire, and is caught in moulds of sand made for the 
purpose, from whence the gold comes in sheets 
eight or ten feet squ re, of the thickness of first- 
class boiler iron. Gold is too plenty here, in 
fact. A paper of tobacco will buy two'tons of it. 

I sm turning my attention to something differ- 
ent. I have Inund iu the Gulch. Irom which I 
date this letter, lumps of gold nearly as large aa 
a hand sled, fairly encrusted with diamonds. I 
h ive dropped the gold business since, and h avo 
been steadily laboring in the diamond department. 
You will not believe me, perhaps, but It is a sol- 
emn fact, that I have already collected a bin full 
of splendid diamonds, nearly as large as your fist — 
more or less; among them ?re over a hundred 
larger than a piece of cheese.
